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SUMMARY OF EXAMINER INTERVIEW ON NOVEMBER 7, 2008 

This paper provides a summary pursuant to MPEP 713.04 of a telephonic Examiner 
Interview conducted on November 10, 2008 between the Examiner and Garland Charpiot, 
attorney for the Applicants. The Interview was conducted after the mailing of the Final Office 
Action on July 10, 2008. 

Attorney for Applicants asked Examiner about the use of "negotiable instrument" and 
interpretation of the term by Examiner in evaluating independent claims 1,17, and 23. Examiner 
stated that Examiner interprets both the Goeller and Drummond references to create negotiable 
instruments. Attorney for Applicants disagreed, stating that neither Goeller nor Drummond 
create negotiable instruments. Attorney for Applicants stated that the term has a specific 
definition which differs from interpretation by Examiner. Examiner stated that Examiner would 
research the definition of the term before generating the next Office Action. 
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
